Senator Russell B. Long (Dem-La.) said yester- 
day a preliminary congressional investigation indi- 
cates that President Nixon 
come faxes. 

But he ad3ed “we don’t 


have any inforination to in- 
dicate that the President' 
was not in good faith” when 
he filed his returns during 
the last four years. 

Long is chairman of the 
Senate-Hou.ce Internal Re- 
venue Taxation Committee, 
whose professional staff is 
examining the returns, at 
Mr. Nixon’-s request. 

Tlie staff has said it may 
be ready io report to the 
committee by the end of 
February. 

Long’s comments were 
made in a television inter- 
viecw recorded for Louisiana 
statioirs. 

“We are going to say ex- 
actly how much the Presi- 
dent owes,” he said 

Asked about reports that 
Mr. Nixon might owe more 
than ?3(X),000, the senator re- 
plied: 

“You said that . , Rut I 


owes additional federal in- 

Heard you and I can t cou- ' 
tradict it.” 

The question has been 
raised as to whether th^e 
might he a taxpayers’ revolt 
if it were revealed that file 
President had imderpaidhis 
taxes substantially. 

“Wlien the taxpayers see 
how this things work out, 
tiiere won’t be any taxpay- 
ers’ revolt,” Long insist^. 

The senator said “every- 
thing I know would indicate 
that he (the President) did 
what his lawyer and his ao 
countant told him to do.” 

“He claimed deductions 
that they '■feought, or, at 
lea.st, that they adsised him, 
jliey felt he was entitled to 
take . . Long said. “If he 
had put as much Hmeos 'cis 
tax return as tine of our 
more conscientious So.nators 
does, just working diiigeii.- 
ly, he wouldn't have hud 
time to be Presiderd,”
